What the American people fail 
to understand is how a perennial 
farm program can absorb more 
than $5 billion annually without 
improving the economic condition 
of (he American Farmer/- Pro- 
grams involving subsidies, sup- 
ports, loans, , guaranteed prices 
and other benefits have. - all 
failed. to solve the problems of 
most American farmers. 

-The- new Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, Clifford M. Hardin, former- 
ly Chancellor of the University 
of Nebraska, has suggested sev- 
eral plans designed to relieve 
American agriculture from the 
numerous and expensive regula- 
tions which are presently In ef- 
fect. Secretary Hardin suggests 
no less than two alternative ap 
proaches intended to reduce Fed- 
eral spending and to improve the 
economic condition of the na- 
tion's cotton, wheat, and feed 
grain .farmers. 

One suggested program would 
encourage farmers to "set aside" 
acreage now devoted to produc- 
tion of cotton, wheat and feed 
grains for which the farmers 
would be compensated on ,the 
basis of their normal allotment 
of the markets attributable to 
these products. From the land 
which was not set aside, farm 
products would be marketed with- 
i out governmental restriction, 
with the expectation that free 
competition would improve farm 
prices in this country, and would 
open up foreign markets where 
American farmers have been 
losing ground in recent years. 
Jn addition, the proposal would 
enable the participating farmers 
to have price support loans on 
the acreage which is' not set 
aside. 

An alternative proposal would 
establish a. total grain base and 
authorize an allotment of the 
base 'for wheal and feed grains. 
The balance of the farmer's land 
would be diverted from produc- 
tion of such'erops-;and the farm- 
er would be compensated for this 
diverted land. 

A proposal of even greater in- 
terest is 'the Resource Adjust- 
ment Program which envisions a 
permanent shifting of cropland 
ipto other uses for which there is 
a growing need. "These other 
uses might include Umber, graz- 
ing, recreation, the propagation 
of wildlife and other non-farm 
uses which might benefit an ur- 
ban society: A corollary to this 
proposal would be a so-called

President Nixon's proposal to 
revise Social Security benefits Is 
designed, to avoid the annual po 
lilical skirmishing directed to- 
— wnrd-ouiL.scni or citizens. . 

In his comprehensive rccotrF 
mendations to the Congress, tho 
President recognizes the continu- 



ing impact of inflation on Social 
Security recipients. Accordingly, 
he has proposed an automatic ad- 
justment to reflect cost-of-living 
increases which would follow 
across-the-board raises to become 
effective in April, 1970, 
.President Nixon's immediate 
request is for a 10 per cent boost, 
in Social Security checks which 
will be mailed next April. There- 
after, automatic adjustments to 
reflect the increased living costs 
_would _be made annually on the

first of each calendar year. 

Under the Nixon' plan, older 
persons will be encouraged to 
supplement their Social Security 
benefits by earnings from private 
employment. Recipients wilt be 
authorized to earn $1,800 without 
reduction of benefits. Thereafter, 
it is proposed that for every $2 
of excess earnings, there shall be 
a $1 reduction in benefits— thus 
eliminating the $l-for-$l reduc 
tion which presently applies. 
' Tiie Social Security increases 
as proposed by the President 
would- Involve no increase in So- 
cial security tax rates. The en- 
tire program of increased bene- 
fits would be financed by chang- 
ing the taxable wage base from 
$7,800~to~$»;ooo~bcfiinning— in 

1072. 

Other provisions of tho Nixon 
proposal would entitle widows 
after age 65 to receive benefits 
equal to their husbands* benefits 
at that age. Recipients above 
age 72, veterans, and persons dis- 
abled in childhood, as well as de- 
pendents such as parents of dis- 
abled and retired ' workers, also 
would receive equitable treat- 
ment under the Nixon program. 
The entire subject of Social Se- 
curity amendments is pending 
before the House Ways and 
Means Committee. Hearings are 
expected to begin soon, with a 
clamor for action before the first 
session of the 01st Congress ends 
in December, 

The President's proposal for a 
10 . per cent across-the-board 
raise seems fully consistent with 
the need which has resulted from 
increased costs of food and lodg- 
ing.

Attorney General William J. 
Scott, acting on behalf of tho 
people of Illinois, has announced 
that he will contest the rate in- 
crease Commonwealth Edison 
currently is seeking from the 
Illinois Commerce Commission 
on grounds that the company is

"The Commerce Commission 
granted the Attorney General's 
motion to intervene," Attorney 
General Scott said. 

"Our intervening demonstrates 
that I intend to use every means 
at my command to make pollu- 
tion uneconomical for the pollut- 
ers." 

Scott said that his action 
marks the first time in the Unit- 
ed. Stales that an Attorney Gen- 
eral has sought Mo intervene in 
rate proccccdings to develop the 
philosophy that public utilities 
have a greater obligation to 
serve the public interest than any 
other business and, therefore. 
"must, fully demonstrate that 
they arc serving the public in 
every "respect - including-compll- 
ancc with air pollution laws," 
Scott declared. 

Scott said. "A utility seeking 
the benefits of a rate increase 
must come to the Commission 
and the courts with clean hands 
as well as prove their need for 
the increase." 

Attorney General Scott pointed 
out that visitors to Chicago ar- 
riving on (he Stevenson Express- 
way from St. Louis and Spring- 
field via Route 66 arc greeted by 
overpowering fumes from the 
Southwest side plants of Com- 
monwealth Edison. 

"This air pollution is not only 
a. disgrace to the city but also 
endangers the health of .all the 
residents on Hje Southwest side 
of ^Chicago," Scott said. 

Tiie Attorney General , lias as- 
signed the case, to two:, of his 
special assistants who have had 
extensive experience in rate 
cases before the Commerce Com- 
mission.

1,200 persons. Everyone from 
the retailer to the farmer felt the 
blow.

Over 600 businesses and individ-

HALLOWEEN 
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The Veterans Administration 
points out that certain veterans' 
benefits offer a special opportun- 
ity to an ex-G.t. with limited edu- 
cation and Income. 

Former servicemen can com- 
plete high school under the G.I. 
bill and still go on' to college or 
a trade school as a student full- 
time at $130 a month, the VA 
said. 

While these educational bene- 
fits apply to all qualified veter- 
ans who served after. Jan. 31, 
1055. a Vietnam era veteran who 
has' less than one. year training 
beyond high school can supple- 
ment this G.I. check by getting 
a '"transitional appointment" to 
work for the Federal government 
while attending school. 

While the veteran getting a 
"transitional appointment" docs 
not have to compete with others 
for a job, he . must have the 
qualifications required and must 
agree Co complete one full year 
of education or training leading 
to a high school diploma or its 
equivalent, 

. Veterans who do not want fur- 
ther education or training ore 
given assistance in finding a job 
at Veterans Assistance Centers 
in 21 large cities as well as by 
VA offices scattered throughout 
the nation. 

. VA's pension system Is based 
on income, and if otherwise quali- 
fied, veterans without dependents 
arc eligible if their .annual income 
Is no more than $2,000 a year. 
Veterans with dependents may be 
eligible If their income is no more 
than. $3,200. Payments range 
from $20 to $130 a month. 

Tlie VA also reminded veter- 
ans that procedures have been 
established to speed up medical 
care for Vietnam veterans. Those, 
who develop medical problems 
within six months of their release 
arc to be treated immediately 
when medical need is demonstrat- 
ed without waiting until the vet- 
eran establishes that his ailment 
Is service-connected. 

Qualified war veterans arc eli- 
gible for treatment at VA hospi- 
tals for ailments not related to 
military service. If they are un- 
able to pay the cost 'of private 
care. 

In recent years the VA has re- 
versed its traditional policy of 
waiting until t lie Individual comes 
for assistance, and now actively 
I seeks out new veterans lo inform 



them of available benefits, Let; 
ters Individualized by computer 
are sent tq all servicemen upon 
discharge and. local VA offices 
follow up with phone calls and in 
some Instances with personal 
visits. '!■;■ '.'■ 
. Veterans, seeking further infor- 
mation are urged to contact' their 
local VA office.

Just a short time ago two Uni- 
versity of Michigan Medical 
School professors completed a 
four-year study In which they .In- 
vestigated all fatal accidents in a 
nearby counly. Altogether they 
conducted on-the-scene Investiga- 
tions of 139 fatal accidents in 
which 177 persons were killed. 
Here aro some of the results of 
their, study.- . 

11: More than flO per cent of 
the accidents could be written off 
immediately as a "driver mic- 
judgment." By this is meant 
drinking and driving, falling 
asleep, driving too fast for condi- 
tions, etc. 

' % 2. Ejection from the vehicle 
was the leading cause of death 
in the. study. •:' 

3. About one-half of lhe*vic- 
tims in the 'survey would hove 
lived through their accidents if 
they had remained In their seals 
through the use of restraining de- 
vices. Approximately 40 per 
cent of the victims would have 
been saved had they worn a scat 
belt. An additional 10 per cent- 
would have been saved with a 
seat belt, shoulder harness-com- 
bination. 

h 4. In the study, 25 out of 
28 drivers and seven out of 11 
of right front scot passengers 
who were ejected and killed 
would be alive today if they hod 
been wearing seat belts, 

5. Another important factor 
most people. don't think about is 
the door lock. Doors oftentimes 
were found to open,, particularly 
when the car rolled over. This 
was due in a large measure to 
the fact that, when the car rolled 
over, the handle was pushed in- 
to the ground, the button was de- 
pressed, and the door opened. 
However, hod the door heen lock- 
ed, the latches would have held 
as they were designed to do.
